Three on Bench, 

Three of his ancestors preceded him 
on the bench of the Massachusetts 
federal district © court. President 
George Washington appointed John 
Lowell, the judge’s great-great-grand- 
father, to the first district court some 
125 years ago. 

He was born here February 5, 
1869, and was graduated from Har- 
vard College in 1891 and from Har- 
vard law school in 1894. After start- 
ing law practice he married Mary 
Wharton Churchman, of Philadelphia, 
who died in 1920. Their two sons, 
James A. Lowell Jr. and Wharton 
Lowell, survive. Judge Lowell served 
in the Massachusetts legislature and 
on various state commissions and was

DIES IN MONTREAL 


Leader of Canadian 
Forces 
Passes in 58th Year.

MONTREAL, Nov. 
Arthur Currie, comnguder in chief of 
the Canadian corps in France during 
the World‘War and principal since 
1920 of McGill University, died today 
at the age of 57. 


The famous soldier was taken to a 
hospital November 7 suffering from 
blockage of a brain vessel. Pheuniw- 
nia developed Sunday to complicate 
the condition. 

Arthur William Currie was born in 
Napperton, Middlesex county, October 
oD, 19. He went to the Pacific 
coast in 1894 and took an interest iu 
military affairs in Victoria. He went 
overseas with the rank of brigadier 
eneral as commander of the Second 

anadian infantry brigade. In Sep- 
tember, 1915, he was appvinted com- 
mander of the First Canadian divi- 
sion, a post he held until he became 
eewanser in chief of the Canadian 
corp 

Besides Lady Currie, Sir Arthur is 
survived by one son, Garner Ormsby 
Currie, a student. at McGill, and one 
daughter, Mrs, A. T. Galt Durford, the 
wife of a Montreal architect. 

For the work of his forces in the 
second battle of Ypres he was awarded 
the first order of knighthood and the 
companionship of the bath. He was 
made a commander of the Legion of 
Honor by the French government.

War, was born in Napperton, Ontario, 
December 5, 1875. He began his mili- 
tary career as gunner in the 5th regi- 
ment, Canauian garrison artillery, at 
Victoria, British Columbia, 
years later, in 1910, he was given 
command of the regiment.

“No one has as yet deseribed just 
what a civil works project is, except 
that it is some sort of minor con- 
struction .or repair work which does 
not require the service of a contrac- 
tor, which can be finished before Feb- 
ruary 15, when the money gives out, 
and which does not involve a great 
deal of supervision or material.... 

No More Work. 

“One thing is obvious, and that is 
that ,without a complete reorganiza- 
tion of the public works administra- 
iion there will be no more _ public 
works under way on February 15 to 
absorb the civil workers than there 
are today to absorb the relief work- 
ers. The more we string out the pub- 
lic works program, the less men are 
employed at’ any one time, and the 
surer we are not to put enough prim- 
ing in the industrial pump to get it 
working by itself. ... 

“T have the greatest possible sym- 
pathy with increasing}the wages of 
presemt underpaid relidf workers. I 
enthusiastically indors® the idea of 
putting more men to work. I am for 
a five-day week rather than a three- 
day week, and for paying skilled la- 
borers the prevailing rate rather than 
paying them as ditch-diggers, but I 
cannot for the life of me see how 
worthwhile projects, midway between 
public works and made work, can be 
devised overnight, or how this hastily 
conceived civil works program can 
lead ultimately to anything but con- 
fusion. 

“This program cannot benefit the 
heavy industries. It cannot produce 
much that is valnable between now 
and February 15. It will § cer- 
tainly lead the localities more and 
more to dump their entire relief pro- 
gram on the central government. It 
will certainly discourage the private 
building industry. 

Dislocate Wages. 

“Tt will certainly dislocate wages 
in thousands of communities, and fur- 
ther discourage private initiative. It 
will certainly cause men who are now 
loafing on made work with nothing 
to work with or at, to loaf more hours. 
If the rule giving an absolute pref- 
erence to veterans with dependents is 
carried out, there are whole regious

HOOVER AND ROLPH 
COUNTER REBUKES 
NN LYNCH DISPUTE 


Former President Scores 
Governor’s Approval of 
Mob Law as Bonus 
March Is Brought Up. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 30.—(#) 
Former President Herbert Hoover and 
Governor James Rolph Jr. ‘exchanged 
rapid cross-fire of criticism today over 
the lynching of the kidnap-slayers of 
Brooke Hart at San Jose last Sun- 
day night. 

Said the former president: “The 
governor has been advocating lynch 
law. It is a subversion of the’ very 
spirit of organized society.” 

Said the governor: “I deplore the 
use of troops against our own people. 
Look at thé mess we got into when 
troops were called out in Washington 
against the bonus marchers.” 

The exchange followed a rebuke to 
Rolph for his stand condoning the 
Iynching of John M. Holmes and 
Thomas Harold Thurmond, which was 
contained in a joint statement issued 
yesterday by a group of prominent 
California - citizens, including Mr. 
Hoover. 

Rolph retorted this morning from 
Sacramento with his thrust at the 
Hoover administration for having 
called out troops against the bonus 
marchers. 

Attack Charged. 

“Men with guns and bombs were 
sent out to attack good American 
citizens—our World War veterans 
who fought for us,” Rolph declared. 

“I refused to call out troops for 
use in the San Jose trouble because 
one can never be certain what the 
outcome of such an action will be. 
Hot-headed young men armed with 
bayonets, rifles and bombs are liable 
to Kill good citizens needlessly. 

“It is up to local peace of icials to 
maintain order and only after they 
have admitted they cannot handle a 
situation should a governor step in.” 

The cormer president promptly is- 
sued a statement from his home on 
the Stanford University campus, 
breaking the long silence of his re- 
tirement.

SUITS DISMISSAL 


Talmadge Says He Will 
Remove All State Phones 
If Rate Reduction Or- 
der Is Enjoined. 


Fudge E. Marvin Underwood in the 
federal district court of north Georgia 
at Gainesville Thursday continued un- 
til today after an all-day hearing the 
application of 12 telephone compa- 
nies for an order temporarily restrain- 
ing the Georgia public service com- 
mission from putting into effect its 
order for a 25 per cent reduction 
in all telephone rates in the state. 

Judge Underwood ordered the con- 
tinuance after stating from the bench 
that the evidence on the part of sev- 
eral of the small independently op- 
erating companies “ov@rwhelmingly 
showed that some of the émall compa- 
nies are not making operating ex- 
penses” and indicated that he would 
at least restraining the commission 
from putting into effect the cuts of 
these companies which he did not 
name,

Of Mechanical “‘Lie Detectors’’ 


ATHENS. Ga., Nov. 30.—(®)— 
Tests with lie detectors at the Uni- 
versity of Georgia have proved the 
ineffectiveness of the detectors. says 
Dr. A. S. Edwards, professor of 
psychology. He declaréd there is only 
slight possibility of perfecting a me- 
chanical means of indicating the qual- 
ity of emotion being aroused. 

Commenting on the use of a lie de- 
tector preceding the statement of Dr. 
Alice Wynekoop, in Chicago, that she 
shot her daughter-in-law, Dr. Edwards 
said the result might just as likely 
have indicated innocent fear as guilty 
fear. 

Dr. Edwards assembled an instru- 
ment in his laboratory consisting of a 
galvanometer, a wheatstone bridge or 
balancer, four electrodes, a reflector, 


lens and dry cell battery .It is similar 
in construction to the lie detector and 
has been used extensively in the past 
to register the quantity of an individ- 
ual’s expression of emotion. 

Four students agreed among them- 
selves that, one of their number was 
to commit an act and all were sub- 
jected to examination by the psycho- 
galvanometer. Emotional excitement 
induced by leading questions was re- 
corded but it was not possible to find 
the guilty one. The instrument records

NEBRASKA WINS

LINCOLN, Neb., Nov. 30.—(/)—

CORNELL DOWNS 
PENNSYLVANIA 
WITH AIR GAME 


Ithacans Capitalize on 
Aerial Attack To Beat 
Rivals 20 to 12. 


By Alan Gould. 


PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 30.—(4)— 
Cornell outscored Pennsylvania today 
in a sensational aerial race for touch- 
downs, emerging with a well-earned 
20-to12 triumph over the Quakers 
in the 40th anniversary game of one 
of the nation’s most colorful Thanks- 
giving football classics before a crowd 
of 50,000. 

Gil Dobie’s red-clad Ithacans capi- 
talized all their big scoring oppor- 
tunities with an attack smartly di- 
rected by Walt Switzer and piled up 
a lead that was too much for Penn's 
aerial circus to overcome. Four of 
the five touchdowns tallied by both 
teams were the direct result of pass- 
es, with Switzer rivalling Pennsyl- 
vania’s versatile Don Kellett on the 
sharp-shooting end of one of the most 
exciting aerial shows these old rivals 
have ever staged. 

THIRD VICTORY. 


The victory was Cornell's third in 
four years over the Quakers but the 
Ithacans desisted from any attempt 
to haul down the home team’s gval 
posts. It marked the big Red's sec- 
ond straight conquest over a major 
rival, Dartmouth being the previous 
victim, as the team from upstate New 
York completed a strong come-back 
in an otherwise disappointing 6ea- 
son. For Pennsylvania, the outcome 
climaxed a disastrous campaign in 
which the Red and Blue won only 
two out of seven games. 


Cornell outrushed and, for the most 
part, outplayed Penn with an adert 
offense that was quick to seize on 
“breaks.” Penn had the edge in first 
downs, due mostly to the Quakers’ 
passing efforts, which showed the com- 
pletion of 11 out of 25 aerials for 
aggregate gains of 164 yards. Cornell 
completed only three out of seven 
passes for 64 yards but two of Swit- 
zer’s tosses led to touchdowns. 


The Ithacans tallied in each of the 
first three periods with well-executed 
drives following opportunities that 
gave them the ball in opposing terri- 
tory, advancing 39, 41 and 42 yards 
in successive scoring drives. 

Johnny Ferraro’s recovery of a fum- 
ble paved the way for the first tally, 
made by Jake Goldbas on a 16-yard 
pass and run. Ferraro intercepted a 
pass and Switzer then heaved to John 
Wallace, who caught the ball behind 
Penn's safety man and ran 15 yards 
for the second. touchdown. 

FINAL SCORE. 

The final Cornell score, at the out- 
set of the third quarter, was produced 
with a straight running attack. 
Switzer twisted over from the l-yard 
line, after an offside penalty against 
Penn, as the climax of a 42-yard at- 
tack featuring the hard-running of 
Goldbas. 

Both Penn touchdowns were made 
with the same play, a long pass by 
Kellett into a corner of the end zone, 
with Halfback Bill Shanahan on the 
receiving end. The ball was on Cor- 
nell’s 17-yard mark, in the second 
period, when this combination com- 
pleted its first scoring drive, started 
from Cornell’s 45. It was in the same 
spot in the third quarter, when the 
Kellett-Shanahan duet again clicked. 
This climaxed a 68-yard drive, the 
longest of the game,

Pitt Panthers Close With 
Victory Over Stub- 
born Foes. 


PITTSBURGH, Nov. 30.—(#)— 
The Panthers of Pitt closed out an im- 
pressive season today with a 16-to-O0 
victory. over a Carnegie Tech eleven 
that stubbornly refused to be over- 
whelmed by a vastly superior team.
